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THE  U.  S.  SILVER  DOLLAR- 

A  POLITICAL  FOOTBALL

The  word  dollar  evolves  from 
German  Taler,  the  name  given  to 
the  first  large-sized  European  silver 
coin.  The  coin  originated  in  the 
Tyrol  in  1484.  These  large  silver 
coins  became  so  popular  in  the 
16th  century  that  other  countries 
struck  similar  pieces;  Tallero  of 
Italy,  Talar  of  Poland,  Jacondale 
of  France,  Jefimok  of  Russia,  Rijk- 
sdaalder  of  the  Netherlands  and

Rigisdaler  of  Denmark.  All  these 
names  are  abbreviations  of 
"Joachimsthaler."  The  Spanish 
dollar,  or  Piece-of-Eight,  was  very 
familiar  and  widely  used  by  the 
Colonies.  Therefore,  it  was  natural 
that  the  word  ''Dollar”  was 
adopted  officially  as  the  standard 
monetary  unit  of  the  U.S.  by  Con¬ 
gress  on  July  6,  1785. 

The  silver  dollar  was  authorized 
by  Congress  April  2,  1792,  but  it 
was  not  until  1794  that  the  first 
one  was  minted,  with  a  total  mint¬ 
age  for  the  year  of  a  "whopping” 
1,758  coins.  This  first  dollar  was 
the  Flowing  Hair  type  of  Miss 
Liberty,  and  minted  only  two  years. 
Some  time  in  1795  the  Draped 
Bust  type  with  small  eagle  reverse 
was  minted,  1795-1798. 

The  third  type,  1798-1804,  was 
the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse;  fourth 
was  the  Christian  Gobrecht  pat¬ 
tern  dollar  of  1836,  1838,  and 
1839;  fifth,  Liberty  Seated  of 
1840-1873;  sixth,  Liberty  Head  (or 
Morgan  type)  1878-1904,  and 
1921;  seventh.  Peace  type  1921- 
1935  (with  316,076  silver  dollars 
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of  the  Peace  design  minted  in 
1964  at  the  Denver  mint,  soon  to 
be  melted  down  by  order  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Johnson  because  of  the  silver 
shorlage);  eighth,  the  Eisenhower 
Type  (mostly  copper-nickel  clad), 
with  the  Bald''  Ike  on  obverse 
and  the  “Bald’'  eagle  on  the  re¬ 
verse,  1971-1978. 

Of  all  the  regular  denominations 
of  U.S.  coins,  the  silver  dollar  has 
the  distinction  of  being  the  one 
most  affected  by  changing  eco¬ 
nomic  and  political  forces.  Every 
major  design  change  in  this  coin 
has  been  tied  in  with  some  change 
in  U.S.  history.  The  old  "Cart¬ 
wheel"  as  a  political  football  has 
no  equal  for  heavy  kicking  about. 
The  original  silver  dollar  was  or¬ 
dered  to  have  .9824  silver  and 
.1076  copper;  but  it  seems  that 
the  first  two  mint  directors,  David 
Rittenhcuse  and  Henry  William 
DeSausere,  allowed’  the  dollars  to 
be  struck  in  .900  fine  silver.  From 
that  time  on,  until  the  Ike  dollar 
of  1971,  the  composition  has  been 
.900  silver  and  .100  copper.  The 
legal  fineness  followed  the  inter¬ 
national!  standard  of  valuing  sil¬ 
ver  and  gold  at  the  ratio  of  15  to 
1  (15  ounces  of  silver  equal  in 
value  to  1  ounce  of  gold).  Present 
ratio  is  about  35  to  1. 

The  dollar  of  1794  reflected  the 
state  of  art  in  America  during  the 
"Federal  Period."  The  head  of 
Liberty  bore  long  flowing  hair  and 
a  somewhat  idealized  profile  with 
stars  and  the  date  in  the  field. 
The  reverse  bore  a  peculiar-looking 
eagle  with  the  legend,  "United 
States  of  America."  The  value  of 
the  coin  was  on  the  edge,  "Hun¬ 
dred  Cents  Dollar  or  Unit."  In  1795 
a  Draped  Bust  (head  and  shoulders 
portrait)  was  substituted  with  Miss 
Liberty  appearing  a  bit  more  real¬ 
istic.  In  1798,  the  buzzard-like 

fi 


eagle  gave  way  to  the  spread 
eagle  taken  from  the  "Great  Seal 
of  the  United  States,"  and  the 
artist  made  a  mistake  by  placing 
the  olive  branch  in  the  eagle's  left 
claw  and  arrows  in  the  right  claw, 
which  made  the  bird  seem  to  show 
a  heraldic  preference  of  War  to 
Peace.  This  was  corrected  with  the 
Seated  type  beginning  in  1840. 

After  1800,  dollar  production 
declined  sharply  and  ended  in 
1804  because  of  financial  manipu¬ 
lations.  The  Spanish  dollar  re¬ 
mained  as  the  standard  dollar  in 
use.  New  U.S.  dollars  were  shipped 
to  the  West  Indies  and  were  ac¬ 
cepted  by  weight.  They  were  ex¬ 
changed  for  Spanish  dollars  that 
were  taken  to  the  mint,  re-coined 
into  U.S.  money  at  a  profit  to  the 
individual  bringing  them  in.  The 
Treasury  soon  gave  up  coining  a 
silver  dollar  that  did  not  circulate 
because  the  coin  was  worth  more 
than  face  value.  So,  during  the 
years  when  the  dollar  would  have 
been  most  welcome  in  daily  use, 
the  dollar  stayed  in  retirement  un¬ 
til  the  coinage  laws  were  reformed 
in  1837,  providing  for  "free  and 
unlimited  coinage"  of  silver,  and 
to  make  way  for  lowering  the 
weight  of  the  silver  dolllar  to 
412'/,  Grains,  making  a  slightly 
lighter  and  smaller  coin  when 
dollar  production  was  resumed  in 
1840.  By  this  time,  both  American 
Art  Standards  and  Economic  Sys¬ 
tem  had  changed.  The  design  of 
the  dollar  followed  that  of  the 
quarter  and  half  by  taking  on  the 
familiar  Seated  and  Draped  Liberty 
in  Greek  garments  on  the  obverse, 
along  with  a  staff  holding  the 
liberty  cap  and  the  national  shield 
at  her  side  draped  with  a  scroll 
reading  Liberty."  On  the  reverse 
was  the  old  "screaming  eagle" 
of  the  period  with  the  shield  on 
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his  chest.  In  1866  the  motto  "In 
God  We  Trust"  was  placed  above 
the  eagle's  head. 

For  many  years  thereafter,  very 
little  silver  was  mined  in  the  U.S. 
By  1873  the  bullion  value  of  the 
silver  dollar  was  102  cents.  Prob¬ 
ably  for  this  reason,  in  revising 
the  coinage  laws  in  the  act  of 
1873,  Congress  said  nothing  about 
coining  standard  silver  dollars,  al¬ 
though  a  Trade  dollar  of  heavier 
weight  was  ordered  for  use  in  the 
Orient  to  compete  with  the  Mexi¬ 
can  dollar;  (but  this  is  another 
story).  This  aroused  no  interest  at 
the  time,  and  many  congressmen 
asserted  that  it  was  done  without 
their  knowledge,  and  later  called 
it  "The  Crime  of  '73."  As  the  '70's 
rolled  on,  some  enterprising  west¬ 
ern  politicians,  anxious  to  find  a 
market  for  the  huge  quantities  of 
silver  pouring  from  their  states, 
made  political  capital  of  "The 
Crime  of  73,"  demanding  coinage 
of  silver  on  the -basis  of  16  to  1. 
With  the  discovery  of  the  Comstock 
lode  and  other  western  strikes 
getting  into  production  to  flood  the 
world  with  silver,  the  price  drop¬ 
ped  steadily  after  1873.  In  1874 
the  dollar  was  worth  ,99c  as  sil¬ 
ver,  ,89c  in  1878,  .72c  in  1889, 
and  ,49c  in  1894,  not  withstand¬ 
ing  the  tremendous  issues  of  sil¬ 
ver  dollars  from  1878  to  1894. 

Now  to  back  up  a  bit  to  1873. 
During  the  next  five  years  with  no 
standard  silver  dollars  minted,  the 
crys  of  the  western  silver  politi¬ 
cians  were  finally  heard  in  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  Bland-Alllison  Act  of 
Congress  in  1878.  It  provided  for 
the  purchase  of  between  $2,000,- 
000  and  $4,000,000  worth  of  sil¬ 
ver  bullion  each  month,  to  be 
coined  as  rapidly  as  possible  into 
standard  silver  dollars.  The  result 
was  a  huge  coinage  in  bags  that 


collected  dust  in  the  U.S.  Treasury 
and  bank  vaults.  As  you  may 
know,  some  of  the  Carson  City  dol¬ 
lars  are  still  stored  in  the  U.S. 
Treasury  vault. 

The  revival  of  the  silver  dollar 
in  1878  provided  a  chance  to  up¬ 
date  the  artwork  to  something 
representative  of  what  the  Ameri¬ 
can  public  liked  in  the  years  be¬ 
tween  the  Civil  and  Spanish-Ameri- 
can  Wars.  George  T.  Morgan,  for¬ 
merly  a  pupil  of  Wyon  in  the 
Royal  Mint  of  London,  designed 
the  new  silver  dollar.  The  obverse 
was  adorned  by  a  realistic  head 
of  Miss  Liberty  patterned  after  a 
Philadelphia  school  teacher,  with 
sprigs  of  cotton,  corn  and  wheat 
in  her  hair,  symbolic  of  the  major 
American  agricultural  products. 
"Liberty  was  spelled  out  on  her 
head  band,  with  "E.  Plurbus 
Unum"  above  and  13  stars  on  the 
sides  (representing  the  13  original 
Colonies).  For  the  reverse,  he  pro¬ 
duced  a  somewhat  more  realistic 
eagle,  with  "In  God'  We  Trust"  in 
Gothic  lettering  above  its  head. 

The  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act 
of  1890  produced  more  bullion  for 
silver  dollars,  but  the  mint  ran  out 
of  bullion  in  1904,  and  production 
was  halted  until  1921.  During 
World  War  I,  some  270,000,000 
silver  dollars  were  melted  down 
for  small  change  that  was  ex¬ 
ported  to  the  Old  British  Crown 
Colony  of  India  to  prevent  finan¬ 
cial  chaos  there;  and  since  Britain 
was  our  ally.  Uncle  Sam  came  to 
the  rescue. 

The  Treasury,  having  to  replace 
the  melted  dollars,  did  so  between 
late  1921  through  1928  with  the 
Peace  dollar.  In  1934,  there  were 
some  purchases  of  silver  made  to 
keep  the  western  producers  happy, 
and  the  Peace  silver  dollar  produc- 
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tion  resumed  for  two  years. 

Anthony  DeFrancisci,  a  medalist, 
designed  the  Peace  dollar,  using 
his  23-year-old  bride  to  pose  for 
his  stylized  design  of  Liberty— 
a  design  in  which  he  attempted  to 
symbolize  the  peace  which  the 
world  hoped  would  prevail  after 
World  War  I.  DeFrancisci  entered 
the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  com¬ 
petition  for  a  new  dollar  design 
in  1921,  competing  against  promi¬ 
nent  medalists  such  as  Chester 
Beach  and  Adolph  Weinman.  The 
reason  he  chose  his  new  bride  to 
model,  rather  than  a  professional 
model,  was  to  keep  his  design 
closely  guarded.  Miss  Liberty  was 
wearing  a  spiked  helmet.  The  re¬ 
verse  finds  an  eagle,  with  an  olive 
branch  in  its  claws,  resting  on  a 
mountain  top.  So,  the  1935  Peace 
dollar  became  the  last  in  the  long 
line  of  90%  silver  dollars,  begin¬ 
ning  in  1794. 

For  many  years  before  1971, 
coin  collectors  and  the  gambling 
casinos  of  Reno  and  Las  Vegas, 
Nevada  clamored  for  the  minting 
of  silver  dollars  again.  Finally,  in 
1971,  the  "Ike"  dollar  was  au¬ 
thorized  by  Congress  to  be  minted, 
honoring  both  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower  and  the  first  landing 
of  man  on  the  moon.  The  design 
is  the  work  of  chief  mint  engraver, 
Frank  Gasparro.  Only  collectors' 
coins  were  struck  with  any  silver 
content,  and  then  only  40%  silver 
over-all.  All  Ike  dollars  struck  for 
circulation  were,  and  are,  copper- 
nickel  clad.  The  coin  has  never 
been  very  popular.  My  opinion  is 
that  it  would  be  very  poplar  if  the 
engraver  had  only  placed  "Ike's" 
military  cap  on  his  head;  because 
most  people  think  of  him  as  "The 
General"  more  than  as  "The  Presi¬ 
dent.” 

Thus,  we  see  that  the  U  S.  dollar 
coin  is  still  a  "Political  Football." 
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THE  1804  DOLLAR

The  1804  United  States  silver 
dollar  is  one  of  the  most  famous 
coins  in  the  world. 

All  1804  silver  dollars  are  di¬ 
vided  into  two  classes,  originals 
of  which  eight  are  known,  and 
restrikes  of  which  seven  are 
known.  The  originals  were  made 
at  the  mint  between  1834  and 
1835.  The  restrikes  were  made  in 
1859  so  the  collectors  could  also 
acquire  specimens  of  the  dollar. 

In  1965,  according  to  R.  S.  Yeo¬ 
man's  Red  Book,  an  original  1804 
dollar  sold  for  $10,500  in  1946. 
The  restrike  sold  for  $29,000  in 
1961.  In  1975,  the  Red  Book  had 
the  original  written  down  as 
$150,000,  sold  in  1974.  The  re¬ 
strike  sold'  for  $125,000  in  1973. 
Todav,  the  original  is  still  $150,- 
000  but  the  restrike  went  up  to 
$225,000,  sold  in  1974. 

On  the  reverse  of  the  coin,  the 
letter  "O"  in  "OF"  is  above  a 
cloud  on  the  original,  but  on  the 
restrike,  the  'O”  is  above  a  space 
between  the  clouds. 

Although  the  mint  records  show 
that  silver  dollars  were  struck  at 
the  mint  in  1804,  nowhere  does  it 
state  that  they  were  dated  1804. 
❖

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OLYMPIC  COIN  PROGRAM 
TO  AID  U.S.  ATHLETES 


The  Moscow  1980  Olympic  Coin 
Program  expects  to  help  the  United 
States  Olympic  Committee  (USOC) 
and  its  Olympic-bound  U.S.  ath¬ 
letes  by  contributing  in  excess  of 
$1  mi  1 1 1  ion  (three  percent  of  face 
value  of  all  coin  sales  in  the 
United  States). 

But  it's  too  late  for  Robert  S. 
Garrett,  captain  of  the  Princeton 
track  team  in  1896,  the  first  year 
of  the  modern  Olympics.  In  those 
days  there  was  no  USOC  or  coin 
program  to  help  finance  U.S. 
Olympic  teams.  In  fact,  there  was 
no  team.  The  enterprising  Garrett 
had  to  persuade  three  college 
teammates  (he  paid  their  expenses) 
to  join  him  in  Greece,  the  site  of 
the  Olympic  games.  And  to  this 
nucleus  he  added  James  B.  Con¬ 
nolly  of  Harvard  University  and 
five  athletes  from  the  Boston  Ath¬ 
letic  Association. 

This  was  the  first  U.S.  Olympic 
team,  and  except  for  the  Boston 
five,  no  expenses  were  paid. 

Competing  against  12  nations, 
the  Garrett-led  team  won  nine  of 
1 1  track  and  field  events.  They 
might  have  won  even  more  if  they 
had  had  someone  to  run  the  800 
meter  race. 

"Today's  athletes  don't  have  to 
worry  about  expenses  quite  as 
Garrett  did  in  1896,  but  they  still 
need  a  lot  of  help,"  said  G.  D. 
Edge,  managing  director,  North 
America,  for  the  Moscow  1980 
Olympic  Coin  Program. 

"The  cost  of  training  and  send¬ 
ing  athletes  to  the  Olympics  every 
four  years  is  enormous.  And  the 
costs  keep  rising.  That’s  one  of 
the  reasons  why  the  Olympic  Coin 
Program  is  so  important.  We  ex¬ 
pect  to  contribute  more  than  $1 


million  to  the  United  States  Olym¬ 
pic  Committee  by  1980." 

Rising  Costs 

In  1976,  the  United  States  Olym¬ 
pic  Committee  spent  approximately 
$4,000  per  athlete  to  send  its  team 
to  the  Montreal  games.  In  1980, 
the  USOC  expects  these  costs  to  be 
considerably  higher,  making  the 
1980  coin  program  even  more  im¬ 
portant  than  before. 

The  Moscow  1980  Olympic 
Coins,  which  depict  various  Olym¬ 
pic  and  Soviet  motifs,  are  avail¬ 
able  in  proof  and  uncirculated1 
qualities  in  silver,  gold  and  plati¬ 
num. 

All  proof  quality  silver  coins  are 
available  in  28  coin  collections  by 
subscription  through  direct  mail. 
All  proof  quality  gold  and  plati¬ 
num  coins  are  also  available  in¬ 
dividually  as  well  as  in  collections. 
Uncirculated  coins  in  individual 
series  will  be  available  through  a 
network  of  numismatic  dealers.

EDUCATIONAL 
IN  HOUSTON 


N  I  HOSTS 
PROGRAM 

The  activities  sponsored  by  Nu¬ 
mismatics  International  of  Dallas 
during  the  1978  ANA  convention 
in  Houston  has  been  described  as 
highly  successful  by  the  Nl  Board 
of  Governors. 

The  most  significant  activity  was 
NTs  first  educational  forum  to  be 
held  during  an  ANA  convention. 
The  forum  had  a  capacity  crowd 
which  heard  three  excellent  numis¬ 
matic  programs.  The  programs 
were  given  by  Nl  members  David’ 
Block,  Bill  Spengler  and  Russ 
Rulau  all  of  whom  were  partici¬ 
pants  in  Nl's  historic  numismatic 
tour  to  the  U.S.S.R.  in  1973.  Marvin 
Fraley,  editor  of  the  Nl  BULLETIN 
and  past  president,  served  as  the 
moderator  for  the  forum. 

The  first  program  which  was 
entitled  "Official  Medals  of  Na¬ 
poleon  Bonaparte"  was  presented 
by  David  Block.  Following  a  brief 
introduction  in  which  Block  pointed 
out  that  there  was  only  one  "of-

ficial"  medal  of  Napoleon,  Block 
showed  slides  of  the  many  unof¬ 
ficial  medals  (and  the  one  official 
medal]  of  Napoleon  and  explained 
the  historical  events  depicted  on 
the  medals  and  the  meaning  of 
the  symbols  on  some  of  the 
medals. 

Following  Block,  Bill  Spengler 
presented  his  program  "The  Dev¬ 
olution  of  a  Coin  Type:  The  Bull 
and-Horseman  Coinage  of  India." 
Spengler  began  his  talk  by  asking 
if  anyone  knew  of  any  other  coin 
type  other  than  the  bull-and- 
horseman  type  which  has  lasted 
over  a  thousand  years.  Spengler 
then  preceded  to  trace  the  thous¬ 
and  year  history  of  the  type 
through  the  effective  use  of  slides 
and  narrative. 

The  third  program,  "Numis¬ 
matics  as  it  is  Today"  was  pre¬ 
sented  by  Russ  Rulau.  Rulau  com¬ 
pared  the  wealth  of  information 
and  knowledge  the  hobby  has  to¬ 
day  with  the  relatively  small 
amount  which  was  available 
when  he  began  collecting  in  1939. 
He  discussed  the  growth  and  the 
expanded  horizons  the  hobby  has 
experienced  and  benefited  from 
over  the  past  40  years:  The  grgater 
number  of  coin  clubs  has  made 
first-hand  information  more  avail¬ 
able  which  is  particularly  impor¬ 
tant  for  junior  collectors,-  and,  more 
and  better  numismatic  literature 
and  publications  combined  with 
more  numismatic  research  has 
helped  to  lead  the  hobby  into 
new  areas  never  before  thought 
possible. 

The  forum  was  so  successful 
that  plans  are  already  underway 
for  another  educational  forum
